The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette in 

and fthoWOd n.tn lusively that the com- 
panies at that place were charging exor- 
bitant rates. In speaking of the result 
of that investigation, the Telegram says:

" Keurtb-That If the gas company was al- 
lowed 7 per cent.

Interest on Its entire capital 
stock that It made the cost of dellveiy of gas 
to consumers, (after adding 111 per cent, for re- 
pairs aud 10 percent, for betterments aud ad- 
ditions), 10 cents per thousand fe t. 

'• Klfth-By adding the cost ot coal, 18 cents, 
to cost of distribution 1(1 cents, that the total 
cost to the company of one thousand (eet of 
slxteen-caudle power gas, delivered it, the 
meter to the consumer, was only 31 cents."
